‘Curious Resorts in New York Fre- 
quented by Ladies, 


Alleged Millinery and Dressmaking Es- 
tablishments—How Gotham Women 
Patronize Private Drinking Places — 
Remarkable Revelations.

NEW YORK, August 6.—A woman was led away 
from a Brooklyn police court yesteraay morning 
to be brought up for sentence to-day.

That lady, I will not mention her name, was @ 
inember of a well-Known dramatic organization. 
While rehearsing and acting she began to tipple 
Wine at first with ber husband and their friends, 
then wine with the friends without the husband. 
She always had all the money she wanted, and 
aid all her shopping in New York. 
There she would of course meet her 
lady friends, women of wealth and standing in 
society like herself. Upon their return to 
Brooklyn these friends on one oceasion invited 
her to one of their dress-making establishments, 
Where a social bottle of wine was ipdulged in. 
The visit was afterward repeated and the scene 
you have just witnessed is the result. She went 

FROM BAD TO WORSE 
and js now a semi-occagional visitor in the police 
courts. Of course her husband noticed it and a 
separation followed. The family still reside on 
the hill. IfI shoula mention the name you would 
be startled.

ORDERED OUT. 


The Railroad Telegraph Operators 
to Strike. 


Notification Served by the Brotherhood 
on the Railroad Superintendents— What 
Railroad Officials Say—The Situation 
at New York and Chicago. 


The Brotherhood of Telegraphers are now pre- 
paring to put in their heaviest blows on the tele- 
graph compames. They have determined to call 
out the Brotherhood operators on ajl the rail- 
roads, in order, as the Secretary of the Executive 
Board says, to as nearly as possible paralyze all 
lines of business relying on telegraphic com- 
munication. They wish to show what strength 
they possess in the first place, and in the second 
place they wish to damage the Western 


Union by compelling the railroad operators to 
withdraw the people they have sent over to assist 
the Western Union. 
THE FOLLOWING NOTIFICATION 
was served on the superintendents of ail the rail- 
ways this morning:

Mr. Mortimer Shaw, whose name is appended 
to the above rather direct demand, posed on the 
curbstone at the southwest corner of Third and 
Olive streets to-day at noon, his thumbs in the 
armholes of his vest and his plug hat thrown over 
his left optic so as to give the right eyea full sweep | 
of the Western Union building, and while in that 
attitude was encounterrd by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter. 

“Do you see that office?” he asked the news- 
aperman. ‘Now this is high noon, and there 
sn’t a soul going in or coming out of that office. 
There are no messengers coming out of that door 
on Olive street. Usually there is a tremendous 
rush at this time of day. Why, they’re not mak- 
ing enough money to pay their hands.

“This city is dead,” said an old sport this morn 
ing, as be sat in the shade of a Sixth street door- 


way, and with elbows on knees, joined hands and > 


down-turned face, séemed to be studying out on 
the brick walk some way of rising a stake. 
“There’s no use tal&ing, it’ as dead as Mulhearn’s 
cat, and they might as well put up’a tombstone on 
the middleof te bridge with “Hie Jacet” oh it, for 
everybody knows its spirit has gone tothe happy 
hunting-grounds. When they stopped gambling 
they ‘killed everything in. and aroundit. The 
town is dead, I tell youmdeader’n h—I.” 

The old sport seemed to take the thing greatly 
to heart, and the PostT-DISPATCH reporter to 
whom he had made the foregoing remarks ex- 
pressed his deep Sympathy with the gaimester. 

“Why. how does gambling affect the interests 
of a communitv?” thé reporter asked. 

“In every way,’ was the sweeping but vague 
reply. “lt livens up a towns, gets money 
out of people’s pockets and puts it into 
the currents of trade, attracts strangers, and 
in many ways adds to its business. Lots of peo- 
ple gamble who would oene their money in no 
other way. You find fellows that nave hundreds 
of dollars laid away; they come into afaro bank, 
play, and, as the chances are, ihey will lose; that 
money which would have been lying useless in 
their trunks or bureau drawers at home is drawn 
out; maybe some fellow will win it that needs 
money; he 

. WINS FOUR OR FIVE HUNDRED 
dollars and goes out and buys himself a sult of 
clothes, wateh and chain and other things. Can’t 
you see how the hoarder’s wealth,is thus put into 
the channels of trade and the busivess Of the city 
increased?” 

“Then, again,” said the sport, ‘look at this city 
and Chicago. Allour gamblers are up there now, 
‘Lhey know that town will give them a chance tu 
make a living, consequently they ge there. And 
see the town—it’s alive with people and in a con- 
stant flurry of business from one morning till the 
next. They let gambling go up there, beeause 
they know it is a benefittothe place. If you 
want to know how St. Louis is looked upon by 
opentaeas outside take our last races for an exam- 
ple. Mighty few of the big horsemen 


or men with money that follow 


up the races would come here. They 


said, ‘No, you’ve got no gambling: it’s Bo use for 
usto go.’ The biggest men and the largest num- 
ber of them staid away. The men that follow the 
races don’t want to go to bed the minute they come 
in from the track; they want some faro bank to 
go to to spend the evening and bet the meney th 
won on the course. When you shut them < 
from gambling you leave no otuer alternative than 
sending them to bed at& o'clock, like schoo! chil- 
dren are dealt with by their parents. Their ab- 
sence is a loss to the eity, for whether they win or 
lose, some of their money goes to our tradesmen. 
The few horsemen that were here, tiough, 
couldn’t get along. without some sport, and they 
fixed upa game—a big one, I hear—that ran right 
along through the race season, at the Southern 
Hotel. All the horsemen were there every night, 
and the thing was very generally known. It 
was 

AN OPEN SECRET, 
so I don’t mind repeating if. I can’t shy whether 
the authorities had any imformation. about it or 
not; at anv rate there was no interference. The 
business in the pool-rooms during the races-was 
lighter, too, than usual, and the séasou 
itself was’ a failure—all because some 
people think it an enormous ¢rime to gamble in 
St. Louis, while other cities not only permit but 
pr pro ey it, and find that it benefits all brauches 
of their business.” 

“What are the chances against a player ina 
square game of faro?’”’ the reporter asked. 

“Against a sucker—a ‘producer’ 1 mean?’ in- 
quired the sport. 

*T mean the clerk or merchant that drops In to 
tackle the game,” said the reporter. 

“Well, that’s what we call the ‘producer,’” the 
ky explained, and then went on, “That’s the 
class that produces the wealth that makes gam- 
bling a business. It is the ‘producer’ money that 
Keeps the game going. The chances he has of 
wilning, with nothing against bim, and if he 
hasn’t got a system, and isn’t betiig high, are 
about one out Of two, or maybe two out of five; 
that is he willlose in two out of three or in three 
out of five plays against the bank; and no matter 
how often he wins he is sure to be a dead loser in 
the end. Ifhe plays bigand hasa system the 
dealer svon gets on toit. Ifhe is struck ona 
card or plays ‘three on a side,’ or 
‘odd and even’ or ‘both e6nds against the 
middle,’ it will take the caller no 
time to find it out, and as itis his duty to protect 
the bank he wiil shnffle the cards so as _ to iay the 
player out cold, The player generally sticks to 
his system and bas no chance. It there area 
number of persons playing, of course it Ts difficult 
for ihe dealer to handle the cards in this way, but 
often the numerous players seen at a table are 

CAPPERS 

who are playing wiih the bank’s money and of 
whom the dealer takes no notice, as it makes no 
difference whether they win or not, so 
bis whole attention can be given to the 
producer. In nearly every bank they bave 
a lot of eappers hanging around, and, when a 
producer comes in, they are ‘staked’ to start the 
ganie.’ ‘ 

“The dealer has another trick,” the sport con- 
tinued, “that wecall ‘taking the card by the ear.’ 
It the player is a ‘hjgh-rolier,’ that Is a big betier, 
and has a favorite ¢ard it may lose for hiin all the 
time. in that case the dealer puts it on its proper 
pile, but if the player is winning the dealer will 
throw this card doWn carelessly so that it doesn’t 
lay squarely on the pile. Pretending to 
straighten them up ‘he will slip the cara 
under the plie and then shuffle them so 
that in the next deal the player’s chances are to 
lose; if the player wins again the dealer will 
again take the card by theear. These things can- 
not be done where there are a humber of genuine 
players, for in that case it makes: little difference 
to the bank wo wins or loses, the players play- 
ing each otner’s money and the bank having the 
benefit of the splits.” 

“And this is what you Call a square game?” 

“Why, of course; all this ig done mere- 
ly to protect the bank, which must 
have some protection. In a brace game 
the player stands ho more show of winning than 
he doves of swallowing lightning roa. Tn the 
square game there is some show fer bim. But 
every player has his system With which he ex- 
pects to break the bank, aud he finds cut in the 
end the truth of the saying that there never was 
a system the dealer couldn’t beat. These thiugs 
are Necessary as I said : 

TO PROTECT THE BANK. 

Itis often subject to losses by shoe-string play- 
ers, Who being deeply in debt manage to eet hold 
of a few dollars and baving nothing much to lose 
conciude to try their luck. Sometimés a fellow 
wins $600 or $700 off a ‘shoe-string,’ as we 
call a small stake, coes out and pays his debts and 
that’s the last the bank sees of the money. The 
chances are, if he has 35 or $10 left ne’li come 
back, and, if tuck is still with him, may win a few 
more hundred. Buttaik about it as you may, 
faro is the fairest and squarest game, and ifa 
man must gambie l’d advise bim to tackle noth- 
ing else.”’ 

“Can’t faro be beaten?” 

“Not unless you play a limitiess game and have 
amintof money to do it with, Ifa bank has 

2,000 you can bet $2,000 on a card and if it wins 
the bank is busted, and there’s an end of it. If 
you lose you have to keep on doubling 
your bets until you do win, when.-of course 
the desired end is accomplished. But every bauk 
has its limit, and when you get to it you’ve got to 
stay there. The fact that few gamblers have 
money shows which way the wind blows. It’sa 
rare one dies rich. The banks make the money 
the ‘producer’ furnishes and the professiona 
sport kind of hangs in between the two until 
women or whisky bring hin, to his graye.

CORONER’S INQUEST.

The Killing of Snyder by Officer 
Godfrey. 


Investigation Before the Coroner—Testi- 
mony of Eye-Witnesses—Statement of 
the Policeman—Report of the Inquest. 


This afternoon Coroner Nidelet and a jury be- 
gan an inquest into the circumstances of the 
death of Willie Snyder, the boy who died at the 
City Hospital yesterday morning from a gunshot 
wound received at the hands of Police Officer 
Patrick Godfrey jof the Third District, About 
dusk last Saturday evening Godfrey was walk- 
ing in the vicinity of Washington ave- 
nue and Twenty-third street, when he 
met Snyder and. two other young men 
named White and Sutton. He approached 


the trio and asked Snyder, who was carrving a 
bundle, where he was goingto. The young man 
replied that he was going to Chicago, when the 
officer said he would placed him under arrest, One 
of the two replied that no —— officer would take 
them, andthe three brokeandrun. Two of the 
menran-north and Snvder continued on east. 
Tue officer followed Suyder. who dropped the 
bundle he hadin his bandand ran faster. The officer 
coInmanded him to bait, and drawing bis revolver 
fired three shots, one of which took effect in the 
fleeing man’s back, just above the hip. The ball 
lodged in the abdomen and caused death yester- 
day gree g Capt. Ed. McDonald suspended the 
officer an placed him under arrest to 
await the result of the Coroner’s§ inquest. 
Before the death of the deceased Veputy Coroner 
Peck obtained his 
ANTE MORTEMSTATEMENT 

at the hospital as follows: 

“My name is Wm.Schneider. I am 18 years old 
and was born in St. Louis. I was waiking south 
on Washington avenue last night near Twenty- 
third street at about 7:30 o’clock with two other 
men. I don’t Know their names. I was going to 
the depot to goto Texas on the Iron Mountain 
train. Officer Godfrey shot me. He called to me 
to stop and I wouldn’t, but walked on and then he 
shot me in the back. He fired three times. The 
third time he hitme. The shots were in quick 
succession. I kept walking south as he fired. 
The two others ran north. I ran after the 
last shot. I was in a hurry to get to. the 
railroad cars. That was why I didn’t stop. 
That’s all I know aboutit. The other two men 
were going to Texas. I had no yalise or baggage 
with me; none at depot; had no ticket. I know 
Godfrey well.” 

AT 1 O’CLOCK THIS AFTERNOON 
the taking of testimony at the inquest was begun, 
with a view of determining who is responsible for 
the death and what degree of blame should be 
attached. The officer was present,' attended by 
his attorneys. Col. N. ©. Claiborne and Thomas 
Morris. 
HE FIRST WITNESS 
was Charles Woithers of No. @12 Morgan street, 
who was standingon Washington avenue when 
he saw a man running down Washington avenue, 
with a police officer in pursuit, but about half a 
block ia the rear. He saw the officer fire three 
shots. The first shot he noticed, and from the 
direction of the flash. judged that the 
shot was fircd in the air. The witness ran across 
the street for the purpose of vee 4 the es- 
caping prisoner, but Snyder passed him and ran 
into an alley where he was caught by John Mor- 
ris, acolored man. The witness said he heard the 
officer ca!l “halt” three times after firing in the 
air and when he came up with Snyder, he said, 
“When I call halt to you, I want you to stop.” 
The deceased simply replied, “I’m shot.” he 
patrol wagon was called and the wounded man 
was removed to the Dispensary and later to the 
hospital. Jobn Morris. colored, Kugene Cooney, 
George Burns, Peter Gooth and Gus Guildermark 
corroborated this account of the tragedy. © 
ALEXANDER SNYDER, 
a brother of the deceased, was called and testified 
that his brother had tola him he was going 
to Uhieago. Godfrey. the officer who fired the fa- 
tal shot, is more intelligent than the average po- 
liceman, and at the inquest expressed himself as 
sincerely sorry for the accident. The police had 
been informed of several burgiaries committed in 
Stoddard Addition, and were Instructed to keep 
a strict lookout for all sus- 
jicious characters. With these instructions 
yrought prominently to their attention by instruc- 
tions at the roll cali on Saturday, the officers went 
out toduty. He metthetrio on Morgan street, 
avd, knowing Snyder bore a bad reputation, he 
decided to place him under arrest. 
OFFICER GODFREY 
made the following statement of the killing: 

“About 7:25. August 4, 1 was coming from sup- 
per, when my attenuon was called to three 
young men walking along suspiciously. I saw 
them enter a lot and followed them up. I came 
up with them and stopped them, and asked them 
what their names were. They told me, 
and 1. asked them where they were 
coing, and Snyder allowed that 
he was going to Chicago. I said ‘Consider your- 
self under arrest. You must accompany me to 
the station.’ Snyderthen allowed that he’d be 
— ——ifany one policeman would arrest him. 
They broke and ran away and while running 
Snyder dropped a bundle. had 
information from my adjoining partner that 
Mr. J. W. Burd’s residence bad been burglarized 
that afternoon by three young men. I considered 
it my duty to arrest these when they ran away. I 
drew my revolver and fired three shots, but I did 
not intend to burt the boy, nor did Laim at him. 
When I got down to the corner of Twen- 
ty-seecond street I did not see him, but 
noticed some person going inthe alley. When I 
‘got there a white man and a colored man had hold 
of Snyder. He said, ‘Godfrey, I’m shot,” and f{ 
said, ‘Oh, I puess not; you were not near enough 
to me, and [didntaim at you. Kut vou should 
halt when I teh nana I then called out the patrol 
wagon and took him to the Dispensary.” 

VERDICT. 

The verdict of the jury was that the officer 

killed Snyder in the discharge of his duty.

Of 
judges there is more distrust abroad in the 
lard now than at any former period of oug 
history, and the ease with which officials, 
legislators and judges are manipulated by 
overgrown cerporations makes the jury box 
more than ever the recognized palladium of 
unbought justice and popular rights. 


GERMANY AND MEXICO, 

Some Washington correspondents are 6x- 
cited ever an alleged discovery of a secret 
treaty by which Germany and Mexico have 
set our Monroe Doctrine at naught. It is 
rumored that our Minister to Mexico made 
the discovery, and that our State Depart- 
ment is concealing from the public the fact 
that this treaty confers upon Germany all 
the advantages of the most favored nation, 
aud binds her to guarantee the integrity of 
the Mexican Republic. 

Now there is nothing in the Monroe Doc- 
trine which at all conflicts with the right of 
Mexico to confer upon any other nation the 
same treaty benefits which she confers upon 
the United States. The Monroe declara- 
tion merely notified the Powers of Europe 
that it would be our policy to protect the in- 
dependence and autonomy of our sister re- 
publics in America from European aggression 
orcontrol. If they can obtain for themselves 
from those Powers treaties guaranteeing 
their integrity and independence, they are 
only fortifying the guarantees of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, and to bold that such addi- 
tional safeguards conflict with that doctrine 
is to proclaim that it was intended to impair, 
rather than protect, their independence and 
the integrity of their territory, 

If we have no designs upon the territory of 
Mexico, a German guarantee of its integrity 
can have no sinister reference to us, and the 
idea that it can serve as a foothold for Ger- 
man interference in the international affairs 
of this continent is ridiculous. When 
France took advantage of our civil war to 
setup aGerman Emperor in Mexico, he got 
neither assistance nor moral support from 
any Gernfan Power, and no European Gov- 
ernment will ever burn its fingers witha 
repetition of that disastrous experiment— 
Germany last of all. She has enough to do 
keeping what she has got in Europe and will 
never give France such an opportunity as 
would be afforded her by a war between the 
United States and Germany about Mexico. 

With the completion of our railroad com- 
munications we are liable to send five emi- 
grants to Mexico where BISMARCK sends 
one, and German settlers in Mexico would 
be much more inclined to annex it to the 
United States than to convert it into a mili- 
tary monarchy or a dependency of any 
European government. 


TAXING INCOMES. 

The New York Herald, which is largely 
edited in Europe for the benefit of Europeans 
and such gifted Americans as have been able 
to travel in Europe, pays the New York 
World the compliment of its hostility. The 
Herald announces with gr@at gravity that 
the Worldis not sound in its Democracy— 
that its tendencies are toward the European 
style of Democracy, whichisin effect only 
Communism. The able Trinity College ex- 
pounders of pure Democracy who write for 
the Herald base their startling discovery 
upon the fact that the World is in favor of 
taxing incomes and inheritances; is mad at 
SAM RANDALL beeause he didn’t exert him- 
self to prevent. the theft of the Presidency in 
1877, and is willing that the white people 
who are disposed to marry negroes should be 
permitted to do so. 

The Herald naturally opposes a tax on in- 
comes. Mr. BENNETT, who owns the Herald 
and lives in Europe, has anincome of some- 
thing like amilliona year—especially when 
he squeezes his newspaper. Mr. BENNETT’s 
editors from Trinity College, Dublin, natu- 
rally object to a tax on incomes as “‘inquisi- 
torial.” They lose sight of the fact that any 
tax is inquisitorial. The assessor is an in- 
dividual paid to pry into private business, 
even when he prepares the way to a tax on 
personal property. He wants to know how 
many watches we own, how many pianos, 
how much jewelry, how much we have in- 
vested in bank stock and other securities end 
how many notes we hold. Could anything 
be more offensive? Could anything be more 
inquisitorial? ‘he poor man is compelled to 
reveal his poverty every year, even to con- 
fiding to the public the value of his kitchen 
utensils. 

Everybody knows, who cares to know, that 
JAMES GORDON BENNETT’s income from 
the Herald last year was $600,000. Why 
shouldn’t he be taxed onthat? If he doesn’t 
care to be taxed he needn’t make so much 
money. The enterprising individual who 
starts a manufactory is taxed on his build- 
ing, on his machinery, on his stock, etc., and 
yet he may not make a dollar out of his busi- 
ness. Why not lighten the burdens of men 
who are struggling to establish business and 
levy the taxes upon the men who have in- 
comes—men who in many instances produce 
nothing and contribute nothing whatever to 
the world’s stock? 

We had an income tax in this country once 
and the only people who objected to it were 
the rith and opulent. An income tax is not 
popular with the aristocracy yet, nearly all 
the countries in Europe levy such a tax be- 
cause the poor have been plundered until 
they have little to be taxed on. The nabobs 
who absorb the wealth of a country are 
the people who should be made to bear the 
heavy burdens of taxation, and the. Heraid 
will find that the true Democrats of the 
United States will stand by that just and 
equitable doctrine if an opportunity is 
afforded them.

A Case of Selling Liquor Dismissed for 
Want of Evidence— New Warrants 


Sworn Out—Docketing the Cases—How 


the Sunday Law was Observed Yester- 


day in the City.

There was a more general observation of the 
Sunday Law yesterday thanthe previous Sun- 


day. This is in the nature of a surprise, for 


scarcely anything could surpass in vigor the de- 
termigation of the thousand and odd saloon-keep- 
ers who met at Central Turner Hall Friday after- 
noon to keep their places of business open yester- 
day. lt was supposed that not only all the saluon- 
keepers who Violated the law the first Sunday, 
but two-tlurds of those who did not, would open 
their doors and sell beer yesterday, but general 


observation combined with a perusal of the police 
reports showed that the total number of viola- 
tions of the law was not as great as a week ago. 
The principal down-town beer saioons, Faust’s, 
Bessehi’s, Froebel’s and Anthony & Kuhu’s 
opened at the usual hour yesterday morning and 
did a good business all day. The majority of the 
saloons On Market street were open, as were those 
on Sixth, Fifth, Fourus and Thira streets south of 
Market. From Market street to Franklin avenue 
west of Fiith. scarcely a saloon coula be found 
open, While north of Franklin avenue there was 
@ small percentage of saloons open. In 
the outskirts of the city kegs of beer 
were emptied with rapidi‘y all day long, 
THE GARDENS 

were thronged with meu, women and children 
duringthe day, and inthe evening afar greater 
nuimber of- people sat beneath the trees and drank 
the amber fluid. Very few busiuesses other than 
the saioons were operated, and this fact, com- 
bine with the absence of tue crowds of curiosity 
seekers that filled the streets last Sunday, gave 
the city a very quiet appearance. There were 
fewer velicies dashing around than there were 
the Sunday before anda lesa general display of 
hikrity. he news stands and cigar stores 
wire ail Closed, the barber shops were curtamed 
ajd silent, the number of soda fountains in opera- 
tpn Was very small, and but for the beer saloons 
we centrai portion of the city could have com- 
jared with Goldsmith’s deserted village. The 
Jats in the hotels were covered ana all the dram- 
Shops were locked up. There was a fair attend- 
ance at the base ball game in Sportsman’s Park, 
but all ball games On Commons and in vacant lots 
were broken up by the police, 

There was no music atthe Fair Grounds, Sec- 
retary Wade having received notice that the asso- 
ciation would be prosecuted in case the musicians 
were employed. The Tower Grove Park concert 
took placé as usudl, aud a multitude of people 
enjoyed it.

The police, acting on the statement of Col. 
Claiborne, the prosecuting attorney, that in all 
cases where he was in doubt as to whether there 
was a violation of the law, he wouldissue only 
one warrant to serve as a test, refrained from re- 
porting newspapers, street car companies, and 
other businesses as to the necessity of which there 
is doubt. They reported ali who violated the law 
the previous Sunday as well as those who violated 
the iaw for the first time. In the First District 
there were 3 uew cases reported; in the Secoud 
15: in the Third 23; in the Fourth 37; in the Futh 
14; and in the Central District 12. 

Last Sunday, in the Central District, 236 cases 
Of violation of the Sunday law were reported; yes- 
terday there were only,156. Inthe Third District 
the gtvutal number of violations a week ago 
were 167; yesterday only 86 of that number anu 21 
new cases were reporied. In the Fifth District, 
yesterday, there were 70 cases, against 84 the pre- 
ceding Sunday. in the First, Second aud Fourth 
Districts there was a large faiiing off of the num- 
ber of Offenders, These figures show that the iaw 
was more generally conformed to yesterday than 
it Was thought it would be, and give an iudication 
Ltuat tulure Sundays are to be very quiet. 

THE FIRST CASE DISMISSED. 

The first of the Sunday law cases was disposed 
ot to-day by Judge Noonan in the Court of Crimi- 
nai Correcijon. Mrs. Charlotte Pfister was dock- 
eted lo answer a charge of selling Whisky ou Sun- 
day at No. 801 South High street. The inftorma- 
lioh against the defendant, who keeps a 
boarding-house, was lodged by Officer Mourotus. 
Chis morning the prosecuting witness informed 
the Prosecuting Attorney that there was no proof 
against the defendant and the Case was wecord- 
iugly disinissed for want of evidence.

What it Costs to Entertain Persons of 
Ample Meaus, 
From the Morning Journal. 


The question has been often asked, “‘on 
how much a year can a person go into socie- 
ty, entertain, etc.?”’ and has as often been 
left unanswered. It is like asking how much 
a person can spend on dress or servants. A 
Journalier determined to find out something 
about the expenses of society, andso made 
several calls: on prominent society people, 
and some few on pgopie who went into liter- 
ary or musical sonlbty. 

rhe first lady he called upon, in Gramercy 
Park, hus three daughters, 11] in suciety, and 
iwo sons, Whom sie supports on a large in- 
come. 

“Mrs. L——,” said the Journalier, “I came 
to see if vou could give me any idea how 
much money it takes to go into suciety ?” 

“My govud man,” she said, “you know 
there is as much difference in how people 
spend their money as there isin the people 
themseives. I cannot tell you anything 
except about my own family.” 

“Well, will you do that?” 

“Certainly. “‘Lam very methodical in my 
ideas of household expenses, and every year 
l assign so much of my income to such and 
sucha thing. For instance, last vear i al- 
lowed each one of ay daughters $500 for 
dress, my sons $300. For ball dresses, $200 
extra for all three, and for our summer out- 
ting $600.” 

“How much did you assign to society ex- 
penses ?”’ 

“Well, Imadeit $1,000, but that hardly 
carried methrough. You see, 1 broughta 
daughter outinto society this year aud it 
was a heavy drain on my purse-strings. | 
gave-two receptions and a geriman.”’

KOSSUTH’S BOYHOOD, 


Interesting Reminiscences From His 
Forthicomiug “Memoirs.” 
From the London Echo. 


The veteran Kossuth is now publishing in 
the culuinns of the Pesti Naplo sume of the 
cuapters of his fortheoming volume, the 
fou: th and Jast, of his “Memuirs.” The new 
volume will be somewliat out of Order, chro- 
nulugicaily viewed. Lt will deal exciusively 
With the reminiscences of his boyheoud and 
youth, so thatin the ultimate arrangement 
of his great personal record of the bistorv of 
Our Ceutury, and of his own ‘place aud part 
in it, his latest piece of work will naturaliy 
take precedence of the three earlier issues. 
Kossuth telis us, among other sturies, that 
his Chief instructor in law at Péstu was the 
favous Hungarian jurist, Alexander Kévy. 
Alter Kovy ad exawined Kossuta and Der- 
eizenyi at the end of their first “semester,” 
ur uliversity term, the grutf old professor 
excialmed: *’Ihese two lads understand the 
law betier than all the big lawyers on the 
royal beech!’ Kossuth describés himself as 
full of the sprightiiness aud mischief which 
vrdinarliy cuaracterizes academical youth. 
Oue day, after the students’ had manifested 
their iu.patience at the length of Kévy’s lect- 
ure by the incessant noisy scraping of their 
leet, Lie professor suddenly stopped, brought 
his hand down upon bis desk with a territic 
crash, cailed out angrily, “You impudent 
scoundreis!’’ and ieft tue iecture-room. ‘The 
students, under Kossuth’s leadership, held a 
uceling, and voted that an apology should 
be demanded froin the professor, , Beiove 
hovy began his next iecture, Kossuth stood 
up, aud said to the learned jurist, in the 
uate OL himself and his feilow-students, 
“Respected Domine Professor, we have 
cole here to learn from you, and not to be 
iusuited by you with Sonrobriolia names. 
You have called us ‘scoundrels.’ We have 
unanimously resolved to withdraw from this 
class unless you retract this calumnious ex- 
pression.” “You commit a stuvidity,” re- 
plied the professor, “of which I shail take 
no notice.” He began his Jecture. Kossuth 
and ius fellows at unce rose, and a forinal se- 
cession took place. The professor was left 
to address the empty benches. The next 
day KOvy met youxng Kossuth, and said, 
“Come tu the lecture-room to-morrow, and 
We Wii! see What can be done.”’. Of course 
tne students tlheked in, and Kévy began: 
‘ihe other day there was a littie misadvent- 
ure in this room, which Il heartily regret. 1 
suspected von ol &@ malicious plot, and nat- 
urally Was indignant. Atter thinking the 
tialter Well over, 1 am Ccnvineed that the in- 
cident Was no token of your personal ill-will 
towards yuur teacher. Let us one and all 
forget the business, and lose no more of our 
precious time.” Lhe students were charmed 
With his apoiogy, fur as such they agreed to 
acceptit. Aiter the lecture the old man 
poiuted 10 their leader, and said, in the hear- 
ing of the whole class, “As for the Dumiuus 
Kossuth ihere, he will some day be a rebel 
against a higher authority tuau mine in this 
land!’ ‘The forecast was prophetic. Kos- 
suth, relating the story in his old age, de- 
hles that he was ever a rebel, eilher against 
the professor in the University or against 
the iand of Hungary. in both instances, he 
says, he stood up on behalf of violated right.
